Tile Lower Berm udian Lutheran 
church, which is to 
be 
reopened 
with s|x*cial services Saturday even­ 
ing and Sunday, has a history of 
191 years. 
It is th e oldest Lu­ 
theran church in 
Adams 
county, 
and is ante-dated by only about a 
half dozen Lutheran churches west 
of the Susquehanna river. 
The date of 
its organization 
is 
definite, March 19, 
1745. 
and 
the 
evidence 
is 
the 
original 
beautifully engrossed by a 
penman of the time. 
'Hie nam es o f j 
tile pastors are not positively known. 
but tile church was 
started 
as a j 
union church for the Reformed and , 
Lutheran groups of 
th a t 
vicinity, j 
The Reformed pastor was probably 
the Rev. Jacob Lischy, and the Lu- ! 
the ran may have been the Rev. L a rs! 
Nvberg, who was a M oravian .sailing' 
under Lutheran colors, and who w as: 
locked out of the L utheran churches 
about two years later because of his 
attem pt to turn all of the Lutheran 
churches over to the Moravian pas­ 
tors.

VJLTE ALL carry about us the colorings of endless influences—from people,

a crazy-quilt of influences, contributed by a multitude of sources. 
We are influenced by our environm ent, by our parents, by our friends, 
by h ealth , by illness, by our m isfortunes and successes. By w h at are we 
not influenced? 
I know of writers who fear to read extensively for fear th ey will be 
influenced by some one else. T he w riter never lived nor w rote, however, 
who wavs n o t thus influenced—if n o t by the actual w riter's w ork, by the 
writer him self. We owe to others our grand estate! 
We are m ostly influenced by strong personalities—by those who have 
the independence of mind and character to express their h onest feelings. 
W a re influenced by the w eather, by the moods of those ab o u t us, by 
the m em ories of those who have “fought the good fight” before us. 
And so. in turn, we have influence. Influence to spread a fa r, t-o light­ 
en the load of others, to furnish th e m w ith fresh hope and courage, and 
to cheer them to the higher round a s they climb to a better plane. 
Influences are so thick about u s th a t we do not know ju s t w hat spe­ 
cial ones contribute most to our success or happiness, but we do know 
th at a superior mind gives birth to them . 
We do know th a t w hen our

San Francisco, June 5 —Al Ca­ 
pone, Chicago's one-time kingpin 
racketeer, opened his mouth again 
Thursday and was knocked down 
by another former public enemy’s 
haymaker. 
Harmon Waley, one of the kid­ 
nappers of little George Weyer­ 
haeuser, delivered the knock-down 
punch, according to reports. 
And all because Capone had of­ 
fended Waley s feelings by calling 
him a ‘ baby-snatcher." 
Hi* Feelings Hurt 
Enraged, Waley swung. Surprised, 
Capone went down. 
The fight took place within the 
exclusive confines of Alcatraz pris­ 
on, Americas ‘ Devil's Island,'' In 
San Francisco bay. 
Warden Jam es A. Johnston was 
“inside’ and not available to con­ 
firm the reports of the battle or to 
say whether either had been pun­ 
ished. 
It was Capone’s second unfortu­ 
nate fistic encounter in the prison.
